Punaed by three men who bad discov- 
ered the; vera paining counterfeit money, 
two "shovers aE the queer" who went to 
Fox Lake from Chicago were captured 
niter ft desperate fight Saturday noon on 
the railroad track near the Muehrcke 
tiotel. 

Alfred Brown, Otto Muehrcke and 
Charies Crouch captured the men. When 
caught they had about $100 in counterfeit 
(juiirtera on tbem and had thrown n lot 
more into the river, it is estimated they 
had all told $500 in counterfeit coin. 

The men came out from Chicago Satur- 
day morning on the first train and began 
to spend their money freely. They pan ed 
all about the village and it Is said pasted 
quite nn amount. 

The fraud wm soon discovered nnd the 
-two men were looked for by Muehrcke, 
Brown nnd Crough. Tbey were discovered 
on the track, but immediately started to 
run, '" thtowing the money away in hand* 
full. 

They were finally overtaken but put up 
n . desperate fight and it was long before 
the three' could overpower the two. At 
Inst it was accomplished and they were 
taken into custody. 

The United State* authorities at Chicaoo, 
Commissioner Murk A. Foote, and bis 
cordon of United States manuals, weie 
notified nnd were eipected to arrive nt Fox 
Liibo nt 8 o 'elect to take charge of the 
men. " 

. The struggle between the Fox Lake posse 
and the gang took place in a dangerous 
spot, where a bridge spans the Fox river 
nnd lake end several hundred feet long. 

The three men of the posse grappled 
each wjth his man and ' the struggling- 
•groups swayed to nnd fro on the narrow 
ties of the. railroad bridge, with the water 
gleaming and dancing beneath, inviting to 
death, 1 while in a few moments' a train was 
duo. „ 

Had (he captures not been made on time, 
the train might have run down the entire 
struggling mob. 

The fact that the gang was working the

quarters may complicate matters for the 

complaining witnesses in the remarkable 

case, . . 

Members of the posse were nil hurt more 
or.leas. The two alleged counterfeiters are 
in tho Fox Lake hostile. They were first 
noted when they nra alleged to have passed 
spurious coin in the Fox Lake Hotel and to 
have worked the slot machines;

This' action is the result of dilatory tac- 
tics oE the various linos In making reports 
on the subject of wrecks. Circulars to that 
effect have been received by the. officials of

A. similar. circular letter hoe been sent to 
all interurbnn • railroads In the state, In- 
cluding the Chicago k Milwaukee electric, 
calling attention U> the recent order to 
Secretary William TCilpatrick or! the com- 
" misslnn to secure data on the rules and 
regulations of such lines for the operation 
of cars. " 

Electric can must furnish statements in 
detail of their system of operating; trains 
and cars. The order Is a direct -result of 
the terrible interurbnn wreckiew Charles- 
' ton, when eighteen were killed and a score 
injured.

ardund , the lakes and. others who enjoy: the 
fishing at this popular resort during the 
summer months, was brought ■ about 
mainly through the efforts of G. W. Eld* 
redge end Senator A. J. Hopkins, Mr. 
Eldri'dge having made application' Cor a 
consignment of fish,, about a. year ago' 
through Senator Hopkins, who took the 
matter before tho bureau of fisheries with 
tbe result as above stated. 

In former years Twin Lakes bos enjoyed 
the distinction of being one oE tbe beet 
fishing resorts in this section, but the 
past two years the fishing boa not been 
up'to its usual mark owing to the large 
number of dog Rah and carp which Inhab- 
it the lakes. These fish kill off the young 
pickerel, boss 'and perch in great, num- 
bers and consequently the number of game 
fish hat been greatly diminished, during 
the past few years. We have' heard, how* 
ever, that tbe lakes are' to' be seined late 
late this fall ' and - rid of these pests, If 
this is done the greatest drawback to. the 
fishing will ;bave been" removed, and with 
the lakes' restocked with fish, In a few 
years time the fishing at this resort should 
again be up to its usual standard; .- -

As soon a Voliva took his 
place as presiding officer of the meeting he 
recognized' Forby and it took the latter 
half an hour to rend his motion. 

lit bis speech of acceptance Voliva an- 
nounced that a mass meeting would be held 
at which he would announce his plans re- 
garding the pilgrimage to the New Mexico 
ranch where the new Zion- City is to be 
established. • He further said that he would 
have to have $10,000 in'lba next, ten days, 
nnd- called on all his ffithful followers to 
contribute. - l 

The action in Zion City affairs beaded 
by John A. Lewi;, named by Dowie in bis 
will as his lawful Huccessor, will have a 
general conference next week.* Numer- 
ically it is not so strong in Zion ns is the 
one headed by Voliva,- but it has n' greater 
.support from tbe orfilinted church through- 
out tbe world. 

■ Voliva returned to Zion City Saturday^ 
and reported tbat he bad purchased '25,9 19 
acres in New Mexico as an abiding place 
for hts followers, who will 'secede with him 
from the city founded by Dowie but now 
ruled by United States courts and other 
influences repugnant to Mr. VofiVri.. . 

The exodus from Zion City to New Mex- 
ico is not to begin until next "spring. Even 
tbeu the hegira will be graduje. Only 
sixty families' will (to at first, and others 
will follow in small detachments. Violva 
refused to tetl where in New Mexico his 
new Zion is situated.

In practical effect tbe regulations of the 
Council of- Trent, relating to marriage 
have been promulgated in all parts of the 
Christian world, by tbe degree just issued 
by the Congregation of the Council at 
Rome, concerning marringe of Catholics, 
- After Easter tOOS, all marriages of 
Catholics must be performed in tbe pres- 
ence of a qualified Catholic priest into 
writing, with witnesses, or they will be 
considered not only illicit, as they are 
now regarded, but also null and void. 

All marriages before Protestant minis- 
ters or civil officers will be null and void 
nnd In the case of "mixed* 1 marriages, or 
the marriage of Catholic and Protestant, 
the rite must be solemnized by a priest of 
the Catholic church, to be regarded as 
valid, 

Two notable exceptions are allowed in 
the degree! The most noteworthy of these 
is that where no priest is obtainable in 
tbe district for a month, a man and woman 
may contract n valid marriage by merely 
announcing their consent or intentions in 
tbepretence oE two witnesses. The other 
exception provides that where there iB 
imminent danger of death and no duly 
authorized priest can be obtainable, any 
clergyman may perform the ceremony in 
the presence of two witnesses. 

■ -This issuance of this.decree comet as a 
surprise to tbe Catholic hierarchy oE tbo 
Uniled.Stntes, whose members were not 
consulted in regard to it. Archbishop 
Messmer. in an interview on August 29, 
characterized' the brief announcement in 
Rome advices as a "fake dispatch," saying 
4bat it was not ubuo! for Rome to take a 
step so vital without consulting the bishop!) 
of the country which it would affect. v 

-The new decree will work investing 
changes. Justices .of the peace 'of the 
Catholic faith, for Instance, may no lobger 
officiate at the marriage of Catholics with- 
out committing a grievous sin. 

Hereafter the' "tnmetsi" decree* of, the 
Council of Trent bus never been promul- 
gated in missionary or .'Protestant coun- 
tries, and consequently was. never in force 
there, In a few places in tbe United 

States, however, as St. Louis, New Orleans 
and Santa Fe, originally Catholic territory 
the decree; has been promulgated" and still 
in eff-ict. 

The present decree is broader in its scope 
relating not to places but to persons. . It 
.settles all difficulties arising from the mar- 
riage of Protestants in places where the 
"tamesti" is in force, but declaring that 
everywhere non-Catholics may validly con- 
tract marriage among tbemselves inde- 
pendently of the legislation of tbe Catholic 
church. Tbe only non-Catholics wlm may 
come, within its scope are those who have 
married Protestants or who have opoBta- 
sized from the church. 

One of the features of the new decree is 
the rule requiring that the marriages of 
Catholics must be entered, not only in the 
book of marriages, but. likewise in the 
book of baptisms, and if the marriage 
takes place outside of tbe parish in which 
either of tbe contracting parties was ■ bap- 
tized, the priest of the parish where the 
marriage was solemnized must transmit 
the announcement to the priests of such 
parishes, that the marriage may be entered 
in the book of baptisms there! 
'Parish priests wbo violate the laws thus 
laid down are to be published by their or- 
dinances according to the nature and grav- 
ity of their transgressions,'

the points brought out, and tbo epigrams 
presented in the form oE mottoes particu- 
larly interested bis bearers. Among these 
were tbe following:

If the farmer does not prosper, the 
country suffere. 

A prosperous city employs its young men; . 
then they stay at home. 

Idle men spend no money. 

Touching on the competion of the large 
center for the trade of tbe relatively smaller 
community, slides were shown which set 
forth graphically the difficulties which at- 
tend big commercial efforts in tbe - large 
centers of population. It was pointed out - 
tbnt one six-foot concrete foundation post 
extending do, vn 110 feet to bed rock, which 
is necessary to sustain tbe great commer- 
cial structure in a city like Chicago, coats 
enough money to pay for n lot and building 
in which to do business in the smaller 
town* , 

Examples were given of window display, 
store interiors, rest'roomsand other phuiiea 
oE merchandising activity in Inrge cities 
and small, towns. .Necessarily they deal in 
superlatives, but carry borne tbe lesson, 
regarding the necessity for educating Hi* 
public taste. 

A few examples were given of coaimun-' 
ities which have utilized their natural 
scenic surroundings as sources of income 
through catering to the taste for tun beau- 
tiful among tourists. i 

Spokane, Wash., was shown and cited j 
as an example of broad-gauge boosters' 
work and reference was made to tbe cam- 
paign inaugurated by a league of commer- 
cial clubs in tbe four great northwestern 
Pacific states, which raised a fund of 9100,- , 
000' with tbe distinct understanding that 
all was to be spent for advertising the 
possibilities and greatness of the farm, but 
not one cent directly for any one oE the 
cities, , 

The final picture showed Rjina in. her t 
ancient glory and the lesson was drawn 
that while Rome had everything, coinmer* 
cial artistic and. educational to make bar, 
continuously a rent, she fell because tbe 
Coliseum and tbe Stadium became tbe 
centers of her thought and activity, divert^ . 
ing the energy of tbe people from those . 
things which develop the capacity of tho 
people for better and greater things. 

The whole lecture was a plea for a great- 
er enthusiasm and a large loyalty- for"- 
Waukegan. 

. Waukegan will be no , better • than her. ■ 
people think she is; Let the spirit of co- '. 
operation which Miss. Bealey bends in con- 
nection with Waukegan school system be- 
come tbe keynote oE all the other civic and 
industrial interests of the community and ■ 
it will go ahead by leaps . and bounds. 
Waukegan has every tbtng to recommend 
it in the way df natural' facilities, but it is ' 
only by tbe development oE a consistent,' 
sustained and active loyalty that the ener- 
gies of. the community can b*r so directly-/ 
applied that local factions , will disappear 
and their future envelopment be 'poMihle.

Tho charm ot cooking on casserole 
is in tho delicious blending of Savors 
that It accomplishes, And one can 
have meat as well as vegetables, all 
from the same dish and with equally 
good flavor. Perhaps tho most popu- 
lar cassorblo dish Is chlckon. To pre-" 
pnrothls tho chicken should ho washed 
and wiped very carefully and thor- 
oughly, then buttered all over and 
dipped In (lour. Tho chicken in then 
laid in tho bottom of a good. sized cas- 
serole and two cups ot soup stock are 
added. It vegetables aro desired with 
It a dozen small onions are put in 
whole, with a' couple of largo potatoes 
cut Into about two dozen small bolts, 
one carrot cut lata fancy shapes, two 
handfuls of string beans, two stalks ot 
celery, a clove ,of garlic, whole, Bait and 
pepper, a sprig of parsley and one 
turnip cut into fancy shapes. All these 
aro laid around the chlckon and tho 
casserole Is then put, In tho oven to 
stay for nn hour and a quarter. If the 
vegetables aro young and fresh then It 
Is best to put them In otter tho chick- 
en has cooked for 20 minutes, But It 
tboy aro old then they can be Btartod 
when tho chlckon Is, and both will bo- 
come tender and done at the same 
time.

HOW TO MAKE CHICKEN MOLD. 




Tasty Supper Dlih That Is Something 
. . of a Novelty. ' 

. This Is a tan ty supper dish that may 
bo made from a fowl that is too old 
for cooking In the ordinary way. Aft- 
er It Is plucked and drawn wash tho 
fowl and put It Into an enameled 
saucepan with cold water to cover; 
add a small onion, two cloves and 
four peppercorns and ono slice ot lean 
ham; place over a moderate fire and 
simmer gently until tho meat falls 
from the bone. When about half 
done, add a teaspoonful of salt When 
dono take the meat from the hones 
and cut Into small pieces not over 
one-half Inch square; put the bones 
and skin back into the saucepan and 
boll until the liquor la reduced to one 
and a half pints, then strain and sea- 
son tb taste. Mix with this tho chick, 
en, pour, the whole into a mold and 
stand it in a cold place over night. 
When hnrd and cold, turn out of the 
mold, garnish with parsley and serve. 

Chow-Chow* 
Take a half' pound, of ground mus- 
tard, gradually mix with H a little, via; 
egar taken from two measured quarts. 
Heat the larger quantity ot vinegar; 
when boiling stir In the mixed mus- 
tard and simmer for five minutes. In 
the meantlipo peel one quart of small 
white onions, and boll In Bolted water 
until half done. Also half cook one 
quart of tiny lima beans, ono quart 
of sweet earn scraped from the cob, 
two .quarts of small string beans. 
Shred one bead of cabbage,, slice ono 
dozen peeled cucumbers, salt both, let 
stand an hour, then drain. Add. with 
the -partly cooked drained vegetables 
to the prepared vinegar. Stir In one- 
quarter of a pound of white mustard 
seed and eight green peppers chopped 
fine. Boll all for five -minutes.

How to Make a Furniture Polish. 

To make n furniture polish use ono 
ounce of brown beeswax, one-half 
ounce of- white wax, one-half ounco of 
casttla soap, one-half pint of. turpen- 
tine and one-half 'pint of water. Shred 
the brown nnd white, wax Into a jar 
(a two-pound jar will. do), add the 
turpentine and let It stand on .the 
stove until dissolved. Shred the soap 
and let It boll in tho water until qulto 
dissolved. Allow to cool, then pour 
into tho jar nnd stir all tho Ingre- 
dients together. When cold, it will 
be a thick cream nnd must bo kept air 
tight For old furniture this pro- 
duces a deep, glowing polish quite dif- 
ferent from any other, and It does not 
finger mark.

.Cut large, ripe tomatoes into round 
slices. Dust with pepper nnd salt 
Dredge on both sides with flour. Put 
a Inrge piece of butter In a frying pan' 
with two bay loaves and a boup bunch. 
When the butter la hot, put In the 
tomatoos, being careful not to break 
them; turn on both sides; take but 
as soon as cooked and put on a hot 
platter.

Exhibit of Rtllca at the Jamettown 
Exposition Ii Hlohty Interesting. 
With the completion of tho fireproof 
History building at tlio Jamestown ex- 
position and tho iaalnllntloa of the 
priceless, exhibits representing more 
than a dozen aUtos or tlio Union and 
several of the lending historical soci- 
eties of tho country, tho Tercentennial 
baa added to Its already extensive list 
of exhibits the moat Interesting and 
valuablo collections of a hlatorlenl na- 
ture that havo crcr hecn presented^ 

The exhibit in general, which In- 
cludea collections from tho Colonial 
Dames of America, tho Daughters of 
the American Revolution, tho Episco- 
pal. church nnd tho Btnlca of Virginia, 
."West Virginia, Rhode Island, Vermont, 
New Jersey, North Carolina, Georgia, 
Ohio, Delaware, Xew York, Pennsyl- 
vania, South Carolina and Massachu- 
setts, Is repleto with relics, souvenirs 
and antiques of American history from 
lis very earliest stages and is In itself 
an education In our national history. 
The Pennsylvania B tate historical ex-

Tho Virginia state historical exhib- 
it, installed under tlio auspices of tho 
state library and the Virginia Hlstor- 
leal society, 1b In charge of TCllllnurO. 
Torronce, bibliographer of the state 
library of Richmond. This exhibit Is 
mndo up largely of state documents, 
dntlug from the enrllcBt period of Vir- 
ginia history up to a recent date, In- 
cluding some of tho rare old docu- 
ments of the hoiiRi of burgesses nnd 
somo of tho most valuable state pa- 
pers relallvo to the war of the reljol- 
Hon. 

. North and South Carolina have In- 
stalled most credits Mc exhibits In the 
History building at tho exposition, the 
most Interesting feature of tho former 
being an original portrait of Thcodosla 
Burr, the beautiful daughter of Aaron 
Burr, 

-Tho feature of tho New Jersey state 
historical exhibit is tho display of fire- 
arms, demonstrating tho development 
along that line of manufacture In the, 
stato of Now Jersey, from tho old Rev- 
olutionary flintlock to the present mod- 
ern Springfield magazine rifle,' 
. A reproduction In miniature of tho 
Blonnerbassott mnnslon, famous In 
history as tlio birthplace of the Burr- 
Blennerhnssett conspiracy, is tho fea- 
ture of the West Virginia exhibit. 

Last, but not least. In the History 
building Is the exhibit of the state of 
Ohio, which Is pcrhnps tho most orig- 
inal historical collection over presented 
at any exposition. This exhibit, In- 
stalled by tho Archaeological and His- 
torical .Society of Ohio, Is a complete 
display of relics and methods of burial 
of tho mound builders, who In prehis- 
toric times Inhabited such a largo area 
throughout the middle west and par- 
ticularly In that section of the country 
which is now.

The miniature Is. so ac- 
curate in every detail- that many of 
the curious methods of these people of 
a practically unknown', period 'are 
shown. A prehistoric pearl necklace, 
worth 110,000, Is one of a collection of 
many most Interesting trinkets and 
relics Included In tho Ohio exhibit.

The Famous Boiling Family— Deaf and 
Blind Exhibit. 

Among the many Interesting exhib- 
its in Social Economy ball at the 
Jamestown exposition )a tho group of 
historical pictures from tho Virginia 
school for the deaf and blind at Staun- 
ton, Vo, Tho group Includes tho like- 
nesses of tho members of tho famous 
Rolling family nnd represents the first 
attempt In America nt educating tho 
deaf. There ore pictures of John and 
Thomas Boiling, Jr., sixth In direct 
lino of descent from Pocahontas, tho 
daughter of Powhatan. Both wero 
deaf and wero Bent by their father, 
Major Thomiis Boiling, In 1770, to the 
Braldwood school at Edinburgh, Scot- 
land, Of the latter tho Richmond En- 
quirer of Feb. 18, 1630, In an obituary 
notice, says of Thomas Rolling, Jr.: 
"Placed nt an early ago under tho tu- 
ition of the celebrated Braldwood of 
Edinburgh, bis naturally fine under- 
standing was rapidly developed. Ho 
read with pleasure, composed and 
wrote In a peculiar yet clear and 
graphic style. Polished and graceful 
in manner, he was the admiration 
and wonder of strangers nnd tho do- 
light of an extonBlve connection and 
friends." 

His hearing brother, Colonel William 
Boiling, in a letter dated Dec. 10, 
1841, thus alludes to his brother's 
speech; '/Thomas* acquirements were 
most, extraordinary. Ills articulation 
was so perfect that his family, his 
friends and tho servants understood 
bjm la conversation or in reading 
aloud as well as they could any per- 
son,, and bo possessed the faculty of 
modulating his voice from a low whis- 
per to a loud call." 

Another picture Is that of Colonel 
William, who hod two children who were 
deaf, and he employed a Mr. Brald- 
wood, grandson of the founder of tho 
Edenburg school, to come to America 
to Instruct the two children at Boil- 
ing hall, Goochland county, Vn. This 
was In 1612, and these two children of 
William Boiling were tho first deaf per- 
sons to be educated in America'.

All of the would-be presidential candi- 
dates are finding politicians to give inter- 
views to the pre.-* declaring that they will 
be the candidate of the next national con* 
vention, but a majority of political 
prophets seem to have docidod that Secre- 
tary Taft will be the Republican and Wm. 
J. Bryan the Democratic nominee. 



There are many indications that the 
Philippine tariff will constitute the most 
important issue in the coming session of 
Congress. This measure passed the House 
last session, but was killed in a Senate 
committee. The President is on earnest 
advocate of the measure, as are Secretary 
Taft, Representative John Dalzell, Speaker 
Gannon and other influential Republicans, 



A good many people are indulging in 
much speculation as to the future of Theo- 
dore Roosevelt after he leaves the White 
House. Some suggest that he be made 
Governor of the Philippines, other that he 
become president of Harvard, others that 
be become manager of a big metropolitan 
newspaper, and so on. But all these seem 
to overlook the fact that the President has 
very clearly indicated to his friends, at 
least, that he knows precisely what he 
wants to do, and that is to come to the 
Senate as Senator from New York. There 
is some question as to whether Air. Roose- 
velt can achieve his ambition, and some of 
the political wiseacres of the Empire State 
1 .y he cannot, but once it becomes known 



among the rank and file of New York Re- 
publicans that such it the President's am* 
bltlon, accurate prognostication will W 
eaifor, .Senator Piatt's term in the Senate 
expires on the same day that President 
Roosevelt leaves the White Houae, and it 
would be the occasion of the utmost grati- 
fication to Mr. Roosevelt if be could drive 
down Pennsylvania Avenue to the Capitol 
and take the oath of office aa n Senator 
without a moment's interim in his public 
career. 



The recent attack on Japanese in British 
Colombia const! tu tea an interesting event 
to lookers on in the United States. There 
it even more reason why British subjects 
should treat the Japanese with considera- 
tion than should American., citizens, for 
Japan and Great Britain arc allien, having 
entered into an offensive and defensive al- 
liance. What the effect on Japan of the 
recent riots will be cannot be foreseen, but 
it is difficult not to regard the situation 
with some degree of complacency, capeci al- 
ly as the British press was singularly frank 
in its criticism of this government when 
the Snn Francisco riots occurred. Some of 
the British newspaper went so far as to 
speak slightingly of a government which 
could not control its own states, and now 
they have tbo opportuniy to contemplate 
their own government unable to control its 
own colonies. In British Columbia the 
cause of the trouble is the same us in Cal- 
ifornia, fear of the competition of Japanese 
labor. If the British should be compelled 
to sanction the adoption by Canada and 
British Columbia of a Japanese exclusion 
law, the borne government and the Japanese 
government would, perhaps, real he 
that the United States bad done the best 
it could, and been ns friendly to Japan as 
eircumataacci would permit, in the face of 
a difficult situation. 



The silly talk of the visit of the Atlantic 
naval fleet to the pacific constituting a men- 
ace and an affront to Japan is pretty effect- 
ually aet at rest by Ambassador Aoki's an- 
nouncement that if the fleet, on its return 
trip, will visit Japan it will go far to cement 
the friendly relations of tbe two nations. 
No plans have been made for the return of 
tbe fleet as yet, but there is food for thought 
in the Ambassador's suggestion. The jingo 
party in Japan is the minority party which 
has Fought to utilize false stories of the 
treatment of Japanese in the United States 
to make trouble for the party in power, 
Tbe men who govern Japan have never en- 
tertained any but the most friendly rela- 
tions toward the United States. The peo- 
ple, some of them at least, have been suf- 
fering from insufferable conceit because of 
their victory over Russia, and it has made 
them too ready to pick a quarrel. These 
jingoes are the same people who insisted 
that the peace of Portsmouth was a dis- 
graceful- surrender on the part of tbe Jap- 
anese, for tbey were wholly ignorant ot the 



fact that the Japanese treasury was empty 
and that Japan could not have fought an- 
other two months, Tbsy have not yet re- 
allied the predicament of their government 
nor do they appreciate the extent of Japan's 
present indebtedness, To such people aa 
these the sight of tbe United States' great 
naval fleet might prove a most salutary 
lesson, and would doubtless go far toward 
assisting the governing body in its coun- 
sels of moderation and peace.

Passenger Trains on the Boston A 

Maine Crash Together— Confu- 

■Ion or Orders Blamed fop 

the Disaster. 

White River JunctloD, Vt.— A fear- 
ful head-on collision between the 
south-bound Quebec express and a 
north-hound freight train on the Con- 
cord division of the Boston & Maine 
railroad occurred four miles north of 
Cannan Station early Sunday, duo to a 
mistake In trnln dispatcher's orders, 
and from a demolished passenger 
coach there were takea out 24 dead 
and dying and 27 other passengers, 
most of them seriously wounded. 

Nearly nil those who were In the 
death car were returning from a fair 
at Sberbrooke, Quebec, 60 miles 
north. 

The conductor of the freight train 
wns given to understand that ho had 
plenty of time to reach n Biding by 
the night operator at Cnnann Station, 
receiving, according to the superin- 
tendent or the division, a copy of u 
telegraph order from the train dis- 
patcher at Concord which confused 
the train numbers 30 and 31. 

Tha wreck occurred Just after the 
express had rounded Into a straight 
stretch of track, but owing to the 
early morning mist neither engineer 
saw the other's headlight until It was 
too late. 

Crowded Car Telescoped. 

The baggnge car In the rear wns 
hurled back Into the passenger coach 
like a great rnm and tore It asunder 
from end to end. The Ill-fated pns- 
sengor coach was crowded with more 
than 50 people. Shortly herore the ae- 
cldont a few of the men hnd gone 
back Into the smoking car In the rear, 
leaving the women to get n little sleep 
In the straight seats. One of those 
who escaped said that as the train 
was rounding a curve bouio one In the 
front of the car began to sing, so thnt 
nearly every one was awake when tho 
crash enme. Those who were In the 
other cars hurried to the demolished 
passenger coach, where groans, cries 
and shrieks were rending the air. 

Fortunately, with the engines off to 
one side, the wreckage did not take 
Are. The train hnnda, ably seconded 
by the passengers from the Bleeping 
cars, groped their way among the 
ruins and began the work of rescue. 
Wounds were hastily bound up and 
cuts staunched by strips of bedding 
from the sleepers, The little hand 
worked diligently In the dawning light 
before the doctors came. 

The neighborhood Is a sparsely set- 
tled one, hut the few farmers were 
aroused and lent every aid to the work 
of succor. In the meantime word had 
been dispatched to this place and to 
Concord and Hanover and within an 
hour a large force of physicians was 
on their way to the wreck.

WILL CLO SE COPP ER MINES 

AMALGAMATED SOON WILL SHUT 
DOWN AT BUTTE, MONT. 



Deadlock as to Sales Has Resulted In 
Tremendous Over- Production— , 
10,000 Men Will Loss Jobs. 

Now York.— A crisis In the copper 
situation, duo to a deadlock between 
tho producer and tho consumer, has 
resulted In a tremendous over-produc- 
tion of the metal, and tho Amalgamat- 
ed Copper company, tho largest pro- 
ducer of copper In this country, will 
soon shut down Its mines in and about 
Hullo, Mont. 

News of the Intended suspension of 
operations thoro wns mado known 
Thursday by an Interest closely Iden- 
tified with tho company. Amalgamate 
od stock Toll over fouo points on the 
stock exchange when tLe news be- 
came known, and tho shares of the 
company sold down to JG0.25, which 
Is 01 point a under tho high record 
price of tho yenr. It la said that the 
suspension at tho Butto. mines wilt 
throw 10,000 men out of work. The 
A millennia ted company has had diffi- 
culty In obtaining an adequate supply 
of fuel at Uutte and this la said to bo 
a contributing cause for the shut- 
down. 

Tho Amalgamated Copper com- 
pany, ulong with other copper compa- 
nies, has been piling up n large surplus 
of copper for several months, and It Is 
authoritatively stated that there Is a 
surplus of 250,000.000 pounds of re- 
lined copper In the United States, Tho 
present situation has developed from 
tho Beemlng inability of tho producer 
and consumer to reach a price for the 
metal thnt would prove satisfactory. 
The selling price' of copper has been 
steadily reduced In the capper mar- 
kets of the world, but the consumer 
has steadfastly declined to purchase 
except when needs were pressing. 
The ofTlclnl prlco for copper has been 
lowered from 25 cents to 18 cents a 
pound by tho United Metals Selling 
company. Copper producers on tho 
metal exchange In their efforts to 
tempt the buyer have gradually cut 
the prlco of copper to 15$i for electro- 
lytic, which figure was reached Thurs- 
day. As a consequence of this acute 
situation copper stocks have accumu- 
lated rapidly. Tho production of ro- 
ll ned copper In September, It was 
stated Thursday, will be 6,000,000 
pounds less than last month. There 
wcro reportB lu the financial district 
that certain banks have declined to 
carry any moro copper metal In their 
loans.

the Lusltanla, which arrived here 
.Friday. 

Tho Lusltanla left Queenstown, the 
nearest transatlantic port to New 
York, at 12:10 p. m. Sunday. 

Tho log or the Lusltnnla gives her 
time of passage as five days and fifty- 
four minutes, ami her time of arrival 
off the, Sandy Hook lightship as 8:05 
a. m. Her average speed, according 
to her log, was 23.01 knots per hour, 
and the day's runs wcro five miles, 
r>5fi, 575, 570, 5S3, and 1S3 to the light- 
ship, a total distance of 2.782 miles. 
The I.usltanin's time, according 
to tho log, la six hours and twenty- 
nine minutes better limn tho previous 
QuDonslown-New York record of five 
days and seven hours and twenty- 
three minutes, held by tho Lacanla of 
tha snmft line. 

While tho Lusltanla has made a 
bow record for the time a passenger 
la actually on hoard ship, she has 
not beaten the average speed per 
hour recorded. Tho Kaiser Wlllielm 
II. has mado an average of 23.58 
knots per hour from New York to 
Plymouth and tho Deutschland has 
a record of 23.51 knots per hour 
average to Plymouth-

MEDICAL FAILURES, 



I An Authority Bays Three- Fourtht of 
Graduates Are UnflttorJ to Practice. 

That 3,000 out of tho 4,000 gmdu> 
atco tunica out by tho Medical Col- 
leges each year aro who'lly unflttod to 
practice medicine and tro menacea to 
tho communities In wLlch they set- 
tle was stated by Dr. Cheater Mayor, 
of tho State Board of Medical Exam* 
Iners of Kentucky at a rr. acting of tho 
American jMedfcftl Association's Com- 
mltteo on Medical Education, held In 
Chicago not long ago. Dr. Mayer said 
that only 25 to 28 por cent of tho 
graduates are qualified. Fifty-eight 
per cent of tho graduates examined In 
28 atotea were refused licenses, with 
few exceptions these failures took a 
second examination In a few weeks 
and only EG per cent of them pnaaod. 

"This doea not mean that deficien- 
cies In their training were corrected 
In those few weeltB," Dr. Mnyor said. 
"It probably shows that experience 
allowed thorn what tho teat would 
probably bo nnd they 'crammed' for 
the examl nation. Dr. W. T. Golt, 
Secretary of tho Indiana Board said: 
"Tho majority of our achoola now 
teach their students how to pass ex- 
aminations, not bow to bo good phy- 
sicians." 

At # the session of tho American 
Medical' Association held in Atlantia 
City In Juno, Dr. M. Clayton Thrush, 
a professor In tho Medico Chlrurglcal 
College In Philadelphia said; "Many 
doctors turned out of tho Medical 
Schools are so Ignorant In matters 
pertaining' to phnrmacy that they 
know nothing /about the properties 
of tho drugs they 1 prescribe for their 
patients!" Dr. Henry Beats, Jr., Pres- 
ident of tho Pennsylvania State Board 
of Medical Examiners, after scrutinis- 
ing tho papers of a class of candi- 
dates for licensure Bald: "About one 
quarter of the papers show a degree 
ot Illiteracy that renders the candi- 
dates for licensure Incnpablo of un- 
derstanding medicine." 

A great many more physician s and 
'^hernials might be quoted In support 
of tho astounding charge that 3,000 In- 
competent*, are being dumped onto 
an unsuspecting public each year, 
.What tho damage doae amounts to 
can never bo estimated far these In- 
competents' enjoy the privilege of di- 
agnosing, prescribing or dispensing 
drugs regarding the properties of 
which they know nothing and then 
of signing 4oath certificates that' are 
Sot passed upon by anyone unless tho 
coroner Is called In. Probably there 
Is not a grave yard from one end of 
the country to tho other that does not 
contain tho buried evidences of the 
mistakes". oi* criminal carelessness of 
Incompetent physicians. 

During the' last year there have 
been perhaps, bait a dozen known 
cases whore surgeons, after perform- 
ing operations have sewed up the .In- 
cisions .without first removing tho 
gauzo sponges used to absorb tho 
blood, and in some cases forceps and 
even surgeon's scissors have been 
left In the .wound. How many ot 
these cases there have been, where 
the patient" died, there Is no means: 
oi knowing and comparatively few 
of the coses where the discovery Is 
made in time to save Ufo become gen- 
erally public Reports from Sanita- 
riums for the treatment of the Drug 
Habit show that members of tho medi- 
cal profession are more often treated 
'a these Institutions tban members 
(if any other profession, and that, a 
majority of tho patients, excluding the. 
physicians themselves, can trace} 
their downfall directly to a' careless 
physician. 

How many;crlnilnal operations aw, 
performed by physicians Is also a 
matter of conjecture. Operations of; 
this claBB ore, unfortunately, ; very 
frequent In large cities. Some gradu>- 
oted and licensed physicians, many 
of them ot.' supposed respectability, 
mako an exclusivo practice of crim- 
inal medical 'and surgical, treatment 
Dr. Henry Q.\\Y, Bheinhnrt, .Coroner^ 
physician of Chicago, . estimates .tho 
number of 'criminal operations', an nu- 
nllly.Jn Chicago alone at 38,000. .JJcTw 
many . resulted fntnlly are' unknown, 
as when death res ults, tho -real cause.

Ho should be able to purchaso 
plow;, disc and drag, barrow, drill, 
binder and- hay. rako. Of course sev- 
eral .talcing up claims or buying land 
near together can divide up the pur- 
chasing of tho above machinery and 
exchange work. This plan will work 
well for a few years or until crops will 
warrant each Individual to purchaso a 
full outfit - 

Wo have 480 acres of as good farm 
land as lies In the famous Cut Knife 
district. Every' foot can , be plowed. 
Lost year our eats run. CO bushels per 
acre. . I sold them for 50c per bushel 
on the place.. 

The Indications aro for a good crop 
this year, though we were very late 
In seeding owing- to the lata spring, 
last winter was the coldest known In 
this ■ country by the oldest settlors 
CsOmo who hava been here 35 years), 
but with n comfortable house and 
plenty, of firewood, which wo hauled 
four miles, we passed the winter quite 
pleasantly. The air Is clear and dry. 
Homo of the days I came from work I 
was surprised to find- tbo thermometer 
.registering' 40°, below xoro. Though 
we hover keep, fire at night we .had 
" nothing freeze In our cellar. 

Our' stock and chickens wintered 
'fine. I have a yearling heifer,' who 



would hold her own In any. "fat stock 
show." She has never had a drop of 
milk sitioo she was four months old 
and ban never had a mouthful of grain. 
A gentleman who saw her mado tho 
remark, "Ho bet that heifer had oaten 
tier head off with grain," but would 
hardly bcllevo sho had nover had any 
grain, 

ThlB Is a great country for growing 
all kinds of vegetables and wo are 
certainly enjoying our gardon. The 
flavor of tho green peas Is especially 
fine. Last season Mrs. O. canned a lot 
of them, and wo have enjoyed them up 
to the fresh crop. 

I am sorry I did not hnvo time this 
past season to attend to transplanting 
trees, but will keep tho land I had pre- 
pared worked up for next season's 
planting. I received a number of email 
trees (ash nnd moplo) from tho Gov- 
ernment Experimental Farm at Indian 
Head, I put them around the edge of 
tho garden and they nro doing fine, L 
also received quite a lot of other seeds, 
oats, - wheat, potatoes and rhubarb 
roots which were acceptable; 

It Is useless for us to bother with 
'garden flowers as wild ones grow In 
profusion. We are located near a fine 
creek, tho water ot which Is soft and 
fine for bathing and .washing. Wo have 
a well of water nenr tho house, 32 
feet deep end 21 feet of water alt tbo 
time, though It- Is harder than the 
creek water. 

Land which could be bought for five 
dollars per acre three years ago Is 
how worth" f 14 por acre and steadily 
advancing each year. 

All kinds of Improvements aro going 
on. Steam plows and largo threshing 
outfits are already In. Roads. aro be- 
ing graded, bridges being built across 
rivers and creeks. Last year I took 
my family, also wagon, across tho Sas- 
katchewan river in a row boat, swam 
my team across nnd now tho contract 
has been let for (200,000 brldgo at that 
placo. 

.Tho O- K. R. have run their final 
survey from Battleford to Calgary, 
running west about one mllo north of 
.us. The C, P. It. have run 'a survey, 
which runs northwest passes about 600 
feet from the northeast corner of our 
farm. Tho country will soon bo cov- 
ered with a not work of railroads and 
lt.w 111, keep them busy hauling the out- 
' put of grain, It Is certainly encourag- 
ing to us settlers. 

Two years ago, Harry, my son, and 
I as you know unloaded our car at 
Saskatoon and drovo 130 miles to our 
claim. Last fall wo had oaly 18 miles 
to baul our wheat to railroad- and as 
you seo, tho prospects are wo will have' 
a railroad at our very door and a town 
nearby, This district can support a 
good town and it will bo well patron* 
' ized. 

Harry arrived homo at 12 p. m. last 
night after going fourteen miles to 
blacksmith shop to got plowshares 
beat out Tho shop was full of work 
and It was eight p. m. when Harry left 
for home and parties still In Una to 
havo work dono. Wo will need stores 
nearer. and good mechanics. 

We aro all enjoying the best - of 
health which Is a great blessing. 
When yo left Chicago over a year ago 
my youngest son's (four yenrs ot age} 
health was so poor that I almost de- 
spaired of raising him, but ho Is cer-i 
tainly a hearty, healthy little fellow 
now. The pure fresh air has dono him. 
worlds of good. 

So to sum up the whole. Why 
should we not bo glad we mado tho 
break? A gopd farm, stack Increasing, 
health nnd an Independent life. What 
more can wo oxpect? 

Did wo have to mako -an effort? You 
can bet wo did and hustle, too. Should 
you pass this way with your shotgun 
this fall, wo should- bo pleased to let 
you shoot pratrlo chickens ' off our 
grain stocks.
